FOUR-MILE RECORD REDUCED TO 7:10 4-5 

Mrs. L. A. Livingston's Great Mare Sotemia Performs the Feat In 
Winning the Kentucky Endurance Stakes at Churchill Downs 



IxMiisville. Ky., tk'lober 7.— B«'f«ire an attendance 
estiniattrd lo exceetl in iiuniiters any former gather- 
ing at Chirrehil) Downs in so far as |iaid admissions 
iir«' coneerneil, .Mrs. L. .\. Livingslou’s livc-year-old 
Kaueocas-ltred mare. Sotemia. this afternoon won 
the rk'h Kentncky Bndurance Stakes from six other 
long-distance racers in decisive fashion and added 
lustre to her performance by lowering all former 
records for the distance and establishing one that 
probably will long eiHhire. The impressive fasliion 
in whiirh she scored left no room for doubt that she 
was best. Slu' returned to the soules comtMratively 
fresh anti she undoubtedly could have continued for 
inaii.v more miles. Cttlmiel Holloway, another 
eastern-ttwiied horsi' and sliippi'd here with Sotoiuia 
ill tip. eleveiilli hour, fiiiislietl a gtssl second and 
.\zo was thinl. Dnval and Star Charter, rcspectivel.v 
tip. first and sm-tind ehoiees, eanie next, thoroughl.v 
Ip'ateii, with Teexuo aipl Manager Mack following. 
Tip* lasl-iiameU pair were eased up in lla^ last half 
iiiik*. Matlag^^r Mack tried to tiiake a runaway afrair 
of the race fri.nn the start and this proijabl.v had 
iiiiich lo do willi his exhaiiste*! conditioii after going 
three miles. ll« iip>k the lead ai tbi^ outset, with 
tVdonel Holloway, Solemia, Duval, Azo. Star Char- 
ter aud Tei-oac following In the ortler named. Te- 
coae was thoronglil.v done for at the end of a mile. 
Beginning the second mile. Manager Mack increased 
his lead until twenty lengths scuarated him from 
Sotemia, which bad disi«iaced Colonel Holloway. 
I'liere was no material change among the others, 
all except Teeoac IP'iiig under restraint. Aiiproacli- 
iug the two miles and a half |ioat. Manager Mack 
lp*gan to shorten his stride perceptibly and Ipjforo 
the tliird mile had been covereil Sotemia bad dis- 
|)laced him in tlie lead, l^olonel Holloway at this 
point movipl up steadily, and the riders on .\zo. 
Dural and Star Cliarter were also licginuiug to call 
on their mounts for their best etTorts. .Star Charter, 
like .Manager Mack, was showing signs of distress 
and it became evhieut to bis backers that he was out 
of It when he faltered badly. Colonel Holloway re^ 
spiHideil best to his rider's call and went after So- 
temia. but Martin, who was ridlqg.tbe furmcr.stook 
matters cooly and allowcil tbe mare to go about her 
business in lier own styk*. Gradually she drew away 
and won by thirt.v lengths. A mu«;Iii greatly ‘distahoel 
si'parateil Colimvl IlolUrway from .Vzo for wcoud 
plaiH'. .Vzi» was forccxl to a hard drive during 
the last half mile to outstay Diiviil. The latter was 
a prominent contender during Hie first two miles 
under riHitmlut. but then bowetl a tendon and this 
eliminated him as a serious factor, but he continued 
ganp‘ly to the end. Star Charter was much, dis- 
tri'ssi'd at the finish. 

Tliat tbe 'Dinner record for the distance would be- 
pcduci'd was iiulieateil in the earl.v part of the raev 
l»y the fast pac«' Manager Mack was forcing. He 
went the first mile in 1 :44:tf, and two miles in 
IC.'Pt-ls. The threi'-iuile post was reacbeil in 5:254s. 
and tbe four miles were mu in 7:10%. Had So- 
temia Iweii stnmgl.v urged during the last half mi!" 
it is protiable that she could have gone at least tw.i 
seciHids faster. Much credit for the mare’s victory 
is due to jiM.'key E. Martin, who handled her in 
faultless fashion. Messenger Boy’s time of 7:14%. 
made in winning last year’s Endurance Stakes, was 
tbe best previous mark in a race, though Lucrctia 
Borgia’s 7:11, made against time, with pacemakers 
ami only 85 pounds up, was also recognized as a 
record for tlie distance. 

Sotemia’s victory was followed by prolonged cheer 
iug from the vast ussemiilagc and tlie tumult broke 
out afresh when the time showing that she had 
broken all previous records was displa.ved. Gov- 
ernor Mi-Creiir.v of Kentucky wltness**d the running 
of the race as the guest of the stewards, and after 
lh<‘ finish was requested by tbe members of the Ken- 
tucky Racing Commission to present the gold cup 
on their behalf to trainer Matt Feakes. the repre- 
sentative of Mrs. Livingstim. 

Govenww MeCreary. in presenting the gold cup, 
said in part: “It was my great pleasure to be 

liresent here thirty-four years ago when Ten Broeck, 
the pride of the Kentuckians, defeated the great 
California marc Mollie McCfirtby in their four-mile 
duel, and now, after all these long years, when this 
great sport is revivisl. I am glad to be present to 
see the ivcord for the distance oroken by this great 
mare. Tin* racing i-omniJssion of Kentuck.v Is ap- 
pointed liy tile goveriHM- aud tin-y have asketl him to 
pn'seiit this cup t<i tlie representative of the oviner 
of tlHi winner. This Is a great country and we pro- 
duce great horsi's, but 1 must acknowledge on this 
uctssiou our sister state to the north has produced 
a mare which made a record liere today that will be 
liard to heat in .vears to come and I find additional 
plmsure in the fact that the whiner is owned hy a 
lady.” 

Traimw Feakes, iu replying to Governor Mc- 
rrear.v’s prewntation, said in conclnslmt: “Mrs. 

Livingston Instructed me to bring back the gold 
cup and 1 am doing so.” 

A iiMH-e representative attendance would be hard 
to ciHicelve thau that which was on hand to witness 
the decision of the Endumnee Stakes. It embraceil 
many high federal and state officials as well as 
officials from other states. Conspicnous in the. crowd 
were Governor McCreary, United States Senator 
ollle James, Mayor Head of LoiihivUle, and Mayor 
Shank of lndiaua|K>Iis. 'The.v all showed great In- 
t<ux*st in tlie fiport. Tlie weather was ideal, being 
of the Indian siimuK-r brand, with a gentle breew 
from the southwest. 

On ever.v hand v\ere heard words of praise for 
Manager Winn aud his assokoates because of the 
Is.'autTfying touelies that had .been put on the plant 
sim;c the last meeting. The infield along the inner 
rail was a vista of autumnal loveliness as the result 
of some remarkable landscape gardening. The new 
glass enclosed stewards stand, showing everybody 
ihc iiitiTvstiiig pnai-'-ds of “weighing in” after a 
raif wa.s run. exeltcil mucli favorable comment. • 

Tlie iM'tting was of lieavy volnine throughout the 
I'litin* afternoon and would have been more so but 
for the approach of darkness, which forced the 
officials to curtail the time between the two 

rai'es. The amount wagered exceeded SKKJ.t^i. of 
which over gTrl.OOO was bet on the Eiidiirnuce Stakes. 

Considerable interest was manifested In the races 
ashle from the D'atnre ctmtest. For some uiiex 
plaiiMid reason withdrawals were numerous through- 
out Ihe afternoon. Only six went to the post in the 
o|M'ning dash, thirteen being originally carded. Co- 
hort. the favorite, siiei'iinibed to ids former staid'' 
dmiianioii. Merrv La<l. after a brief stretch strug- 
gle. Tb*' great Hawtiiorii had a comparatively e.-is.v 
ti'jie of it ill 'lisposlug of his Dpposltkm in the sec- 
oud rai'c. ^lar Star, itmning in much improved 
form, gave him a chase. 

The consistent Grover Hughes was pitted against 
a formidable band of sprinters in tbe third race, to 
which be was conceding weight, but he took their 
measure in handv fashioti. aid hy running five and 
a half furlongs in 1:06 he equaled the track record. 
Helen Barbee and Little Father, both considered 
Ukel.v factors, were never fonnldable. A bit of 
excitement was added to the fifth race when Jockey 
Mteele was unseated from Irish Gentleman at the 
start and the riderless horse ran after his company, 
wore thrai down one b.v one. and finished five lengths 
In advance of Buckhorn and Y. M. Green, which bad 
tieeii fighting it out for the purse during the entire 
trip. The closing dash was attended by a disap- 



pointment, when tlzaua was beaten in the last stride 
1)3* Cliftonian. 

Trainer Matt Feakes, much elated over the sue- 
ecss of Sotemia, the splendid treatment he received, 
aud the magnitude of the track here, announced that 
lie probably would bring a good string of horses here 
to race next season. He will ship Sotemia back to 
Ijiurel tomorrow. It develops that Mrs. Livingston 
is ill at her home in New Jersey, which accounts 
for lier failure to witness Sotemia’s success. 

Duval’s injury in the Endurance Stakes renders 
liim useless for racing this season. He bowed his 
left front tendon after going two miles. It is w*a- 
siHiiilile to supiHise that bail lie escaped the mishap 
lie woiild have been a formidable contender for 
honors at th*' end. 

Dr. U. .Maeias aud Mrs. Macias, came liere from 
.Mexhi' t'ily to witness the mnning of the Eudur- 
auee Stakes. 

.After unseating jockey Steele. Irish Gentleman 
ran rt«Ierl«'ss for three miles before he couidd be 
I'uiiglit.
